The  U.S.  Command  announced 
Sunday  that  63  enemy  troops 
were  wiped  out  in  a series  of 
relatively  small  actions.  Of  these, 
43  were  killed  in  two  clashes  50 
and  64  miles  north  of  Saigon.  U.S. 
losses  were  nine  killed  and  17 
wounded. 


Enemy  gunners  kept  up 
harassing  attacks  on  towns  and 
military  posts  in  scattered  parts  of 
the  country  and  blew  up  a bridge 
on  Route  4,  the  main  highway 
between  Saigon  and  the  rice-rich 
Mekong  Delta. 

Viet  Cong  bands  fired  with  little 
luck  on  three  cargo  ships  in  Long 
Tau  Canal.  The  U.S.  Navy  said 
they  were  attempted  to  sink  a 


vessel  so  it  would  block  the  canal, 
the  main  shipping  channel  linking 
Saigon  with  the  South  China  Sea. 

The  French  tanker  Angkor  and 
the  Philippine  merchantman 
Crustacia  drew  fire  late  Saturday 
about  22  miles  southeast  of 
Saigon.  The  Navy  said  the  Angker 
was  hit  by  one  rocket-grenade  and 
small  arms  fire,  but  suffered  no 
casualties  and  only  light  damage. 
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LBJ  Unpopular  Now: 
Image  Could  Improve 


“A  great  deal  of  what  Lyndon 
Johnson  will  be  remembered  for 
depends  on  what  happens  in 
Vietnam  and  what  happens  in  all 
of  Asia,”  said  Dr.  Ed  Firmage  of 
the  University  of  Utah  Law 
School. 

Dr.  Firmage,  a personal  aide  to 
Vice  President  Hubert  Humphrey, 
spoke  to  an  audience  of  about  20 
people  Thursday  night  on  the 
“Johnson  Years.”  The  speech  was 
sponsored  by  Spectrum,  a 
non-partisan  political  club  on  the 
BYU  campus. 

“Of  the  10  or  II  great 
presidents  in  history,  many  were 
unpopular  when  they  left  office,” 
he  continued. 

Speaking  of  the  legislative 
record  President  Johnson  has 
established  in  his  years  in  office. 
Dr.  Firmage  pointed  out  the 
amount  of  social  legislation  passed 
by  the  89th  Congress. 

“The  Congress  has  passed  more 


social  legislation  than  any  other 
session  and  published  more  major 
bills  than  any  other  session  since 
the  very  early  ones,”  claimed  Dr. 
Firmage. 

He  attributed  the  unpopularity 
of  President  Johnson  to  a variety 
of  reasons.  No  president  has  ever 
wanted  to  be  loved  by  the  people 
more  than  President  Johnson,  but, 
said  Dr.  Firmage,  “President 
Johnson  is  not  really  a likeable 
man.” 

Dr.  Firmage  summed  up  the 
record  of  the  “Johnson  Years”  as 
the  end  of  the  New  Deal  era, 
which  began  with  President 
Roosevelt. 


Early  Sunday  from  six  to  eight 
rocket  grenades  were  fired  at  the 
Lynfield  Victory  1 1 miles 
southeast  of  Saigon.  None  hit  the 
ship,  owned  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce. 

A Navy  spokesman  said  six 
ships  have  been  attacked  in  the 
shipping  channel  in  the  last  10 
days.  Approximately  98  per  cent 
of  the  supplies  brought  into 
Vietnam  came  by  sea,  and  about  a 
third  of  this  is  shipped  up  the 
36-mile  Long  Tau  canal. 

The  issue  of  American  troop 
withdrawals  has  been  discussed 
for  some  time-without  any 
precise  agreement— between  the 
South  Vietnamese  Command  and 
the  U.S.  headquarters  of  Gen. 
Creighton  W.  Abrams. 

NO  BIG  MOVE 

Whatever  the  decision,  no 
immediate  big  pullout  is 
contemplated.  The  withdrawals 
will  be  gradual  and  combat 
strength  will  not  initially  be  much 
affected. 

American  military  authorities 
are  opposed  to  returning  any 
combat  units  before  mid-July.  It 
is  estimated  the  South  Vietnamese 
army  will  be  good  enough  then  to 
fill  the  gaps. 

But  the  impression  here  is  that 
the  initial  announcement  may 
cover  at  least  one  combat 
unit-possibly  a Marine  regiment 
or  one  of  the  Army’s  independent 
brigades.  That  would  be  about 

5.000  men.  Officers  admit  the 
U.S.  force  is  heavily  padded  with- 
noncombat  support  troops  who 
could  easily  be  thinned  out. 

A source  close  to  President 
Nguyen  Van  Thieu  said  the  first 
announcement  could  specify  from 

20.000  to  50,000  men,  without 
setting  a timetable  for  their  return 
home. 

The  highest  figure  heard  in 
Saigon— and  not  at  all  among 
cabinet  rank  officials— is  that 

200.000  men  might  be  ear-marked 
for  withdrawal  within  the  next  12 
months.

Student  Rent  Rates  Are  High; 
Comparable  To  California  Rates

Do  BYU  students  actually  get  what  they  pay  for 
In  off-campus  housing?  Many  say  no.  Let's  examine 
the  facts. 

The  owners  of  one  well-known  large  apartment 
complex  gross  an  average  of  $13,500  per  month 
during  the  school  year.  The  operational  expenses, 
gas  and  water,  etc.  and  the  cost  of  the  management 
average  $2,000  per  month.  Bank  payments  are 
$6,000  monthly,  and  the  rest  goes  to  the  three 
owners. 

The  owners,  however,  claim  some  of  their  own 
profits  must  go  for  additional  maintenance  and 
miscellaneous  costs,  and  to  cover  the  $13,000  loss 
they  incur  each  summer. 

However,  the  apartment  business  is  by  no  means 
an  humanitarian  gesture  on  the  part  of  the  landlord. 
The  apartment  owners  are  simply  out  to  make 
money,  and  they  admit  it. 

In  an  hypothetical  situation  stated  by  a Provo 
realtor  involved  with  student  housing  investments, 
he  developed  a situation  using  an  apartment 
complex  of  20  units.  Including  the  price  of  land  and 
building,  an  average  cost  of  $10,000  per  unit  was 
established.  This  would  make  the  total  cost  about 
$200,000.  The  owner  would  then  make  a down 
payment  of  25  per  cent  of  the  total  value.  His 
investment  would  be  $50,000,  and  the  commercial 
borrowing  rate  on  the  rest  of  the  money,  $150,000, 
is  yVa  to  8 per  cent  interest  on  this  loan. 

Renting  to  six  students  per  apartment,  he  would 
receive  a return  of  36  per  cent  interest  on  his 
investment  annually.  Thus,  monthly,  he  would 
receive  $1200  to  $1500,  an  income  of  about 
$18,000  per  year, 

"This  is  an  excellent  investment,"  stated  the 
realtor. 

"In  the  San  Fernando  Valley  (Los  Angeles,  Calif.) 
the  apartment  owner  makes  a 24  per  cent  return  on 
his  apartments,"  stated  G.  Russell  Thomas,  a Los 
Angeles  architect. 

Considering  buying  an  apartment  complex  of  16 
units  built  two  years  ago,  Thomas  said  the  total  cost 
was  $205,000,  the  original  loan  was  $150,000  and 


the  Interest  rate  was  7 per  cent.  This  would  make 
the  owner's  initial  investment  about  $50,000.  The 
bank  payments  were  $1,075  per  month,  and  the 
total  income  $2,065  a month.  The  owner's  income 
would  be  $990  per  month  or  $11,880  per  year— a 
24  per  cent  return  on  his  investment. 

"The  average  investment  rate  of  return  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area  on  apartments  is  18  to  20  per  cent," 
explained  David  M.  Bentz,  a L.A.  contractor  and 
builder. 

This  same  contractor  also  builds  apartments  in  the 
University  of  Southern  California  area  which  are 
rented  to  students.  He  mentioned  that  the  rent 
there  is  comparable  to  that  of  the  Provo  area. 
However,  building  costs  and  land  value  are  higher, 
thus  making  a smaller  investment  interest  in  return 
for  the  use  owner  as  compared  to  the  Provo  owner. 

A Provo  realtor  also  verified  the  California-Utah 
student  housing  rates  to  be  the  same. 

However,  he  stated  that  the  Utah  student  cannot 
really  afford  the  price  of  the  Provo  apartment, 
because  his  earning  power  is  not  as  great  here  as  in 
California.  He  also  commented  that  the  BYU 
student  was  being  exploited  by  the  Provo 
businessman  (not  referring  to  some  apartment 
owners). 

"In  reference  to  the  high  rent  as  compared  to  the 
earning  power  of  the  student,  the  student  is  being 
exploited,"  he  emphasized. 

Of  course  in  alt  fairness,  landlords  of  the  larger 
apartment  complexes  are  not  "money  mongrels." 

Most  of  them  have  made  their  fortunes  on 
subdivisions  in  California,  commented  the  realtor. 

SMALL  APARTMENTS 

In  reference  to  the  small  apartments— the  houses 
and  duplexes,  "the  rents  are  fair  in  some  cases,  but 
in  others  they  are  absolutely  tragic,"  state;  the 
realtor. 

"In  many  cases  the  student  pays  for  the  location 
rather  than  the  facility,"  continued  the  realtor. 

"A  good  estimate  for  the  sales  value  of  any 
apartment  is  to  multiply  the  monthly  income  of  the 
facility  100  times,"  exclaimed  Russell  Thomas. 

If  this  rule  Is  applied  to  the  housing  of  many  BYU 
students,  they  would  have  no  complaints,  for  they 
live  in  one  of  the  wealthiest  districts  in  the 
Intermountain  West.

Jets  Shatter  Baltimore  Colts

MIAMI  (AP)  — Flamboyant  Joe 
Namath,  the  shaggy-haired 
$400,000  baby,  led  his  New  York 
Jets  to  a jolting  16-7  upset  of  the 
National  Football  League 
champion  Baltimore  Colts  Sunday 
in  the  third  Super  Bowl  game  just 
as  he  said  he  would. 

Gritty  Matt  Snell  slashed, 
pounded  and  bulled  his  way 
through  the  Colts’  vaimted 
defense,  setting  up  the  Jets’ 
ground  game  that  enabled 
Namath’s  passing  game  to  go. 

It  was  the  first  victory  for  the 
9-year-old  American  Football 
League  in  this  pro  football 
championship  and  a real 
shocker— the  Colts  were  favored 
by  a whopping  1 8 points. 

The  Jets’  victory  was  one  of  the 
most  spectacular  upsets  in 
professional  sports. 

Snell  scored  the  Jets’  only 
touchdown  on  an  80-yard  march 
in  the  second  period,  highlighted 
by  deadly  passes  from  Namath  to 
Snell  and  George  Sauer.  Snell 
carried  over  from  the  four. 

Jim  Turner  connected  for  three 
field  goals-for  32  yards,  30,  and 
9. 

The  Jets  broke  the  back  of  the 
Colts’  offense  with  four 
interceptions,  including  two  key 
ones  by  Randy  Beverly  in  the  end 
zone,  choking  off  what  looked 
like  almost  certain  touchdowns. 
Johnny  Sample  made  another  on 
the  Jet  two. 

Johnny  Unitas,  the  golden  arm 
of  football  who  has  been  sidelined 
most  of  the  year  with  a bad  right 
elbow,  came  into  the  game  near 
the  end  of  the  third  period  when 
it  was  apparent  Earl  Morrall  was 
off  form.

Dab  a 
single  dot  on  top  of  each  cheek 
under  the  center  of  the  eye  and 
blend  it  into  a crescent  shape  up 
and  away  from  your  nose,  toward 
your  temples.  Use  the  end  of  your 
nose  as  a guide  and  never  go 
below  it. 

If  you  use  powdered  rouge  or 
blush-on,  smile  first,  then  brush 
on  lightly  within  the  “smile 
zone.  ” 

Pointers  on  powder:  It  “sets” 
all  the  other  makeup.  Apply 
generously,  let  it  rest  a few 
moments,  then  brush  off  the 
excess.

A whole  new  world  of  tragedy 
and  comedy  is  opened  as  one 
views  a 13-month-old  toddler  slip 
on  the  ice  and  dive  headfirst  into 
the  snow. 

What  a long  climb  for  that  poor 
fellow  to  the  third  floor  where  his 
mother  is.  All  the  way  up,  his 
painful  cries  can  be  heard  echoing 
.through  the  building. 

Fantasy  becomes  a reality  as  a 
pre-schooler  is  seen  marching 
through  the  snow  leading  his 
warrior  friends  to  battle. 

Married  students  who  are 
surrounded  by  these  children  soon 
become  accustomed  to  their 
various  cries  of  anger,  lament  and 
pain.

the  shouts  of  jubilance  as  the 
children  dart  across  the  lawn  in  a 
snowstorm. 

Even  the  toys  scattered  on  the 
sidewalks  and  stairways  and  the 
tricycles  blocking  the  entrances 
become  a bother  no  more.  But  to 
a person  who  has  never  seen  such 
a variety  of  children  living 
together,  it  is  a novelty  to  watch 
and  listen  as  these  little  ones  live 
in  a vicarious  world  of 
make-believe.

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Hickel's  Appointment 
foces  Tough  Debote 


Talks’  Proposals  ‘Unacceptable’ 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - The 
Senate  opens  hearings  on  Richard 
M.  Nixon’s  Cabinet  appointees 
this  week  with  the  roughest  going 
most  likely  in  store  for  Interior 
Secretary-designate  Walter  J. 
Hickel, 


The  Alaska  governor,  whose 
views  on  conservation  and  water 
pollution  have  stirred  a storm  of 
criticism,  appears  Wednesday 
before  the  Senate  Interior 
Committee. 

“I  don’t  think  there  is  going  to 
be  any  quick  approval,”  said 
South  Dakota  Democrat  George 
S.  McGovern,  a committee 
member. 

He  added  that  he  suspects 
Hickel  “might  be  questioned  three 
or  four  days  at  least,”  although  he 
says  he  will  be  surprised  if  Hickel 
is  not  approved.  Senate 
democratic  Leader  Mike  Mansfield 
of  Montana  has  predicted  a 
“probing  examination.”  He  says 
his  mail  has  been  heavily  against 
confirmation.  Democrat  Harrison 
Williams,  Jr.  of  New  Jersey, 
expressed  “deep  apprehension” 


about  confirming  Hickel  in  a 
letter  Sunday  to  Interior 
Chairman  Henry  M.  Jackson, 
D-Wash. 

Williams  said  he  wants 
“clarification  and  an  adequate 
explanation  of  Hickel’s  “widely 
quoted  remarks  that  he  sees  no 
point  in  ‘conservation  for 
conservation’s  sake.’  ” 


Hickel,  who  has  made  millions 
in  real  estate  in  his  home  state, 
gave  his  views  on  conservation  at 
his  first  news  conference  after  his 
designation  as  Interior  secretary. 

“Just  to  withdraw  an  area  for 
conservation  purposes— a vast 
area— and  lock  it  up  for  no 
reason  . . . and  not  make  it 
available  to  the  public  is  wrong,  in 
my  opinion,”  he  told  Washington 
newsmen. 

Although  Hickel  did  not  say  so 
outright,  his  remarks  were  widely 
interpreted  to  mean  areas  set  aside 
for  conservation  should  be  made 
available  not  only  to  the  public 
for  recreation,  but  to  industry 
needing  whatever  natural 
resources  it  holds. 


PARIS  (AP)  — North  Vietnam 
said  Sunday  that  two  new  U.S. 
proposals  aimed  at  breaking  the 
deadlock  delaying  the  Paris  peace 
talks  were  “unacceptable.” 

The  proposals  were  presented 
earlier  in  a meeting  called  by  U.S. 
Ambassador  Cyrus  R.  Vance, 
deputy  chief  of  the  U.S. 
delegation.  U.S.  spokesmen  said 
the  proposals  involved  concessions 
on  speaking  order  and  the  sort  of 
table  that  might  be  used  at 
expanded  talks  that  would  include 
the  South  Vietnamese  and  the 
Communist  National  Liberation 
Front. 

The  object  was  to  get  around 
objections  of  six  previous  U.S. 
proposals,  all  of  which  were 
rejected  by  the  North  Vietnamese. 


While  U.S.  spokesmen  did  not 
use  the  word  “rejected”  in  the 
case  of  Sunday’s  proposals,  they 
held  out  little  hope  they  would  be 
accepted  by  the  North 
Vietnamese.

Soon  after  the  meeting,  the 
North  Vietnamese  issued  a 
statement  denouncing  the 
“obstinacy”  of  the  United  States 
“which  still  refuses  to  accept  the 
reasonable  and  logical 
propositions”  advanced  by  North 
Vietnam  at  a Jan.  2 meeting, 
when  the  shape  of  a conference 
table  was  discussed. 


Addressing  himself  to  the  la 
proposals  of  the  Americans, 
called  them  “so-called 
propositions’’  and  said: 
bottom  these  propositions 
nothing  new.”  He  accused 
Americans  and  Saigon  again 
deliberately  trying  to  imp 
negotiations  on  a Vietnam  pet 
The  two  delegations  met 
two  hours  to  discuss  the  Vj 
proposals. 


Ambassador  Ha  Van  Lau  of 
North  Vietnam  accused  the
